An Able Speech. — On the first page of the 
Journal this morning may be found an elabor- 
ate extract from the sjxech delivered by Uon. 
George H. Yeaman a few days since at Hender- 
son, Ky., in support of the Constitutional 
Amendment. It is the clearest aud ablest pre- 
sentation of the subject that we have yet seen 
and we hope that every reader of the Journal 
will give it a careful perusal. 

■US' The Louisville Democrat, by the grossest 
misrepresentation of facts, persists in its effort 
to arouse the people of Kentucky into armed 
hostility against the Government of the United 
States. This is in strict accordance with the 
jirogramme now generally understood by the 
secessionists, by which the Southern rebellion, 
with all its horrors, is to be revived as soon as 
the Federal armies shall be disbanded. The 
same appeals to sectional prejudice, which, 
four years ago, precipitated the Southern States 
into civil war, are now daily made through the 
Democrat to the people of this State, and, ob- 
viously, with the same purpose that prompted 
tbe secession leaders in 1861. 

The following extracts from the leading edi- 
torial of the Democrat yesterday morning 
fairly exhibit the animus of that paper at 
present: 

The absolute domination of the negro, in the 
affairs of this State, is now unequalled. Not 
even in South Carolina is the same arbitrary 
power, to the exclnsion of the whites and in- 
ten sts of the whiles, so prevalent. There, at 
least, the Government, while enforcing the 
| fri eJom of the negro, does not, officially and 
nnnecesMirily, look to the subjugation of 
the whites. Other interests are consid- 
ered, and we have reason to believe that 
I some of her distinguished citizens, such 
as Aiken, have some influence with the 
Executive. Here, it is different Here, General 
Palmer is absolute; and Gen* ral Palmer is such 
a negrophilist as to make all the wishes and 
interest? of the whites subordinate to the single 
idea of freeing the slaves. Even if a negro is 
arrested and confined in tbe workhouse for 
crime or vagrancy, General Palmer takes the 
authoi ity to release him. The judgment and 
decision of Courts are contemptuously dDre- 
g aided and annulled, and the act defended by 
such arguments as only makes the oppression 
more glaring. The petition of the Legislature, 
speaking the authoritative voice of the people 
of this 8tate, is scorned and disregarded at the 
simple request of six negro preachers, headed 
I by tbe commander of the department. 

Farther on in the same article the Editor 
says; 

I A still further evidence of the fact that 
| the radical party approve of the negro superi- 
ority in Kentucky is shown by their votes on 
i the request that onr white soldiers be substitn- 
| ted for blacks to enforce martial law. They 
went further than the negroes themselves. 
The latter only asked for the continuance of 
martial law ; the former ask that martial law 
shall be enforced by colored soldiers to jire- 
ference to white men. Thev voted so as mem- 
bets of the Legislature, or exhibited their pref- 
erence equally clearly by dodging the vote, or 
by refusing to vote for the substitution of 
white soldiers for blacks. Their presses, with 
the Louisville Journal at the lead, have defend- 
ed the act of the radicals in this, and justified It. 

It would be a compromise of principle, aud 
partly an acknowledgement that some founda- 
tion existed in fact for the statements made in 
the foregotog extracts, to enter into an argu- 
ment to refute them. The Editor himself 
knows, and we take the responsibility of say- 
ing, that there is not one word of truth in the state- 
ments he has made. 

The First Voice From Texas. — They have 
heard the news down in Texas. They have 
seen sights and heard sounds, and don’t belong, 
consequently, to tbe fossilized toad and bit 
party, as the following from the Galveston Bul- 
letin. npon the new situation of affairs, suf- 
ficiently proves: 

We always entertained the opinion that sla- 
very, projierly regulated bv law, was essential 
to the prosperity of the Southern States, and 
bt6t adapted to promote the welfare and hap- 
piness ol the negro. Long experience has con- 
firmed the fact that the negro slaves in the 
Southern States have greatly improved, and 
that it is a moral impossibility that the white 
and black races should live together, in any con- 
siderable numbers, witnout the latter being la 
subordination to the former. We have hoped 
that the negroes, under the influence of onr ad- 
vancing civilization, would, it their emancipa- 
tion should ultimately be forced uiion the 
South, be prepared to return to, occupy, civilize, 
and redeem tbe land of their fathers, but 
by the stern arbitrament of arms the slavery 
question has been brought to a final decision, 
and we do not think it expedient or prudent to 
dispute any longer a decision so emphatically 
made: on the con t ran-, we believe that the best 
interests of our country demands that every 
good citizen should come forward without delay 
and give in his adhesion to the new order of af- 
fairs. The great mass of the negro population 
wifi and must remain in the South, and will 
give ns an abundance of labs? cheaper th in that 
obtained from slaves. * * * * 

Pseify the country, put down lawlessness.observe 
order, let tbe past be buried, let by-gones be by- 
gones, and assist in good faith in the re-estab- 
lishment of the authority of the United States 
The South must accept the fate of vyar — she 
must bury slavery. Let us do ft with dignity 
and make the best of onr situation to regain 
onr lost prosperity. Let us act in harmony— it 
is indispensable. 

Tte secessionists of Texas do not propose by 
appeals to the pas-ions of the ignorant to 
initiate another revolt. They have learned 
something by exjierience.

We inter this from his fare- 
well address to his men dated at Houston, May 
30th, in which he says that he intended “to 
struggle to the last” in Texas, bat upon arriv- 
ing at that place— before his surrender— he 
found the “Texas troojis disbanded and hasten- 
ing to their homes,” without so much as asking 
hi? permission to go. We quote as follows: 

They bad forsaken their colors and their 
commanders, had abandoned the cause for 
which we were struggling, and appropriated 
the public property to their jiersonal use. 

Soidiers! I am left a commander without an 
army— a General without troops. Yon have 
made vonr choice. It wa? unwise and unjiat- 
riotic, but it is final. I pray you may not live 
to regret it. The enemy will now po??e?e your 
country-, and dictate his own laws. Yon have 
voluntarily destroyed onr organizations and 
thrown away all means or resistance. 

Tour present duty is plain! Return to vonr 
families. Resume t*e occupations of peace.

States could not preserve it when freedom 
should be established south as well as north of 
them. Tbe shock which overturned slavery 
in Yirgtnia and Tennessee and Mississippi wa« 
bound to penetrate tbe svstetn in Kentaricv 
and Man-land and Missouri, producing a com- 
mon result. To this conclusion the seceesion 
leaders themselves arrived at lart, and, 
seeing that slavery could not be maintained, 
they determined to incorporate the slaves of 
tbe South into their armies, giving them the 
promise of ultimate freedom. 

Boob is the condition In which the lone-vexed 
slavery question stands to dav. For more than 
thirtv years the constant source of sectional 
! bitterness and controversy, and producing at 
last tbe most terrible revolution on record, it 
b«e been fully and forever determined by tbe 
sword, and they who first drew the sword are re- 
sponsible far the result. I n other dav* the “riehte 
and wrong* of slavery” were the chief subject 
of pat-tv conflict, and it determined every Presi- 
dential contest. In future, however, there will 
be no soch issue at stake, and political organ \ 
rations cannot be formed with reference to it. 
If great losses are fell by the Southern people 
from the overthrow of slavery, thev must be 
borne as one of tbe natural results of the late 
rebellion, and. grateful thst tbe Government it- 
self has been saved, thev should bnry the preju- 
dices of tbe pwt. forget its turbulent Issues, and 
enter with braves hearts into the new era of 
progress which has dawned upon the nation. 

Why should politicians quarrel now about 
slaver? ? Wbv should the'- seek, by inflamma- 
tory appeals to the hatreds of other days, to 
estrange the people from tbe government under 
which they live? Here and there, by such a 
coarse, they may win a local party triumph, but 
the advantage can be temporary only. Tbe 
spirit of the age. and tbe great events that have 
so lately occurred, proclaim universal freedom, 
aDd tbe judgment is irrevocable. Funeral med- 
I it all one over thr history of the dead past cannot 
! revive slavery; they are at beet but airy spe-ula- 
tione upon an impossible future. There are 
questions enongh of a practical character to en- 
g#ge the people’s attention without calling up 
issues which have sunk beneath the waves of 
I popular revolution, and thev who would be act 
ora in the stirring scenes before us must rid 
themselves of old partv shackles and indentUy 
their hr -pee, their ambitions, their interests with 
tbe inevitable progress of events.

A Washington correspondent of the New 
York Times reports the substance of a recent 
conversation with John M. Bolts. Mr. Botte 
does not like the poliev of tbe Government in 
regard to suffrage at the South.

He would have the 
right of holding office restricted a great detl 
more than it is, so that no man should ever 
bold office.

gi\eu aid, comfort, or encouragement to its en- 
emies. This would keep all the powers of the 
Uo\ eminent in the hands of loy al men. Mr. 
Butts opposes negro suffrage on the ground 
that it would perpetuate the authority of the 
old slaveholders. It will be for the interest ol 
the latter to make tries d* of and employ their 
former slaves, and, a* the negroes would be de- 
pendent on them for employ ment, they will be 
guided by them in regard to voting. Tuis mu*l 
continue to be tbe case until the negroes be- 
come educated and independent enough to 
think for themselves. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican thinks 
the lime has come when it will do no harm to 
make some disclosures respecting attempt* 
made last winter to destroy the United States 
Arsenal there, which have hitherto been kept 
quiet for prudential reasons. It appears that a 
torpedo, made in imitation of a lump of coal, 
was discovered under a flight of stairs, in the 
arsenal last December, and, on being opened, 
proved to contain powder and inflammable ma- 
terial enongh, if exploded, to entirely destroy 
tbe building. Investigation showed that the 
infernal machine was left by two women, or 
men in women's clothes, who were disturbed 
jnet in lime to prevent them from igniting its 



partly to heighten the ardor of political con- 
tests, bnt chiefly to produce a degree of sec- 
tional animosity which should precipitate the 
country into disunion and civil war. The 
Northern extremists have sought the abolition 
of slavery, while those of the South have strug- 
gled to extend and i>erpetuatc it. Both of these 
lactionists were equally rejoiced when the hos- 
tility between the sections culminated in the J 
late warlike struggle, one believing that it 
would eventuate in the utter destruction of 
I slavery, and the other believing that it would 
! result in tbe establishing of a Southern Confed- 
| eraev and the perpetuity of the institution 
within its limits. The ultras of the North were 
i the better politicians of the two, inasmuch as 
I they misled the ultras South into the very 
scheme which was destined to overturn J 
slavery forever, a result now indisputed by 
I all reasoning observers of current events. 

! At the beginning oi the war the South- 
ern States, in conjunction with the conserva- 
tive men of the North, held every branch of 
the Government excepting the Executive, and 
bad the secession leaders been content with the { 
power then exercised by them over public af- 
fairs and ‘ stood their gronnd," they could have 
avoided war and maintained slavery for a hun- 
dred years to come. At that time, even Mr. 
Lincoln, just elected to the Presidency, emphat- 
ically expressed himself as having neither the 
power nor the disposition to interfere with 
I slavery, 60 that, practically, the friends of 
| slavery were secure in t eery department of the 
Government. There was no real danger to the 
institution then to be apprehended, except from 
the peculiar friends of the South themselves, 
who had determined, upon the pretext of Mr. 
LJncuTn’s election, to involve the country in a 
war for disunion, predicated upon the slavery 
question. 

If, in 1861, the Southern representatives in 
Congress had accepted the declarations made 
by President Lincoln in his inaugural address, 
and co-operated with him in the administration 
of the Government, the ultras of the North 
wonld have been completely overwhelmed, the 
peace of the country would have been preserved, 

I and slavery, where it then existed, wonld have 
had the advantage of a strict enforcement of all 
the guarantees to which it was entitle!. As 
soon, however, as the secession movement was 
fully inaugurated, the Administration of Presi- 
dent Lincoln was thrown upon the free States, 
chiefly, for support, and the war against 
the Union having been made for slacery , 
the anti-slavery sentiment of the North 
was immeasurably increased, so that, at a com- 
paratively early period of the struggle, it became 
evident that slavery must share the fate of the 
war itself. The philosophy of the whole thing 
was that the seceding Stales, by their hasty and 
suicidal action, drove President Lincoln, and 
every department of the Government, from their 
originally conservative position, the result being 
that hostility to slavery became, with the ma- 
jority of the loyal people, inseparable from hos- 
tility to the ret ellion. We are now deeply con- 
vinced that tbe real conservative policy which 
the Sonth should have adopted in 1861, was to 
stand by Mr. Lincoln, and, through the in- 
fluence of his administration, overthrow the 
extreme men of the party which elected him, 
and, in that way, bring about a truly national 
party which should drive from the political 
arena the ultra men of both sections. 

The history of the crisis of 1861 is being re- 
peated in 1865 President Johnson, contrary 
to the expectations of all his political foes, has 
I given a conservative character to his Adminls- 
| tration, his purpose being, in bis own language, 
to “manage the Government for no particular 
s party, but for the whole country.” The ultras 
] of the North, led by Chase, Sumner, and Phil- 
I lips, have opened war upon his Administration, 
their object being to keep alive the sectional ha- 
I treds of the past, and, it possible, prevent the 
j restoration of the Union upon the broad princi- 
ples of constitutional equality. The masses of 
the free State* now cordiallv indorse the policy 
at President Johnson and are ready to bury the 
partisan extremists in political oblivion. 
Tbe same view which should have induced 
ns to sustain President Lincoln in 1861, 
when the war of the ultras was made upon 
him, should induce us now to stand by Andrew 
Johnson and his administration of the Govern 
mint. It Is not only the duty bat the highest 
interest of Keutacky, and, indeed, of every 
Southern State, to support the President in hh 
controversy with the ultra men who are labor- 
ing to drive his Administration from its present 
conservative position. Let us therefore sustain 
President Johnson on the slavery question, 
ratify the amendment, and then, in co opera 
lion with an overwhelming majority of the free 
States, establish more firmly than ever the prin- 
ciple that the domestic regulations of the re- 
spective States are under the exclusive control 
of the States themselves, subject only to the 
Constitution of the United States. This course 
willreeult in the utter overthrow of the Chase and 
Sumner party, and effectually destroy the fatal 
dogma of enforcing negro suffrage by 
Federal power in the reconstruction 
of rebellious 8tates. This view of our future 
policy was very clearly and forcibly expressed 
by Hon. George H. Yeaman. in the remarkable 
speech delivered by him in support of the Con- 
stitutional Amendment, in the last Congress, 
January 9, 1865. On this point Mr. Yeaman 
said: 

All great movements are advocate! by some 
fools and some bad men. All great parties have 
in tbeir midst a dangerous faction. Tne great 
mass ol the Northern people are anti-slaveiy in 
sentiment, ln this they are honest. It is na- 
tural, and sensible people do not qtiarrel with 
them tor it. But there is a Jacobinical, power- 
loving, law-delying, plunder-hunting, blood- 
tbii sting faction there whose strength must be 
broken. They were secessionists before the 
war commenced, and now. in the midst of a 
war for the Uni n, they would rather expel a 
slave State from the Union than to readmit one 
i with a single slave in her borders. Tney must

The tide of that opinion 
cannot be resisted, and is so strong that it is 
carry iDg with it several dangerous aud vital 
errors, such as tbe enlargement and intensifica- 
tion of Executive power, tbe reduction ot States 
to Te' rit- Ties, tbe deuial of tbe common law 
and constitutional writs of freedom, the sup- 
pression of the press, the bani-hment of untried 
and unsecured citizens, and other things ad- 
mitted by the dominant party to be e vita, but 
supposed to be temporarily necessary and inci- 
dental to tbe one great purpose ol overt hrovr- 
ia .ebellion and slavery. 

1 n passing this amendment, we do make sure 
of the final extinction of slaverv, bnt, so far 
from indorsing the radical abolition party, we 
r#b them of their power.

It was cheap during the war, bnt that being . 
ever, its value has risen, and it must now be 
proteoted by all the powers of governments, 
national, Slate, and municipal, supported by 
the cc m Lined influence and active energies of 
all men who are not themselves outlaws. The 
necessities of tbe case require something more 
than the ordinary efforts of the ministers of the 
laws in ordinary times. Immense numbers of 
t amp folio* ere and thieving vagabonds wnohave 
hovered around the outskirts of the armies, like 
so many prowling wolves or unclean vultures, 
to devour victims or feast on garbage, and who, | 
dressed like real soldiers, always profess to have ! 
beei^such, find at length their occupation gone. 
Naturally bratal and cowardly in their instincts, 
too lazy for honest toil, and unwilling to surren- 
der their habits of robbery and kindred outrages, 
they turn upon peaceful communities, many of 
which have not yet recovered from the ravages 
of war, as the fields where they hope still to 
earn- on their depredations, and seek their 
wonted prey. The strong atm of the Uw 
must come down heavily an! unerringly 
upon them. There must be no mincing of 
the business, no parleying with outlawry < r 
shamming with justice, no enlargement of the 
meshes of tbe law so that a coach and four can 
be driven through them, as somebody once said 
could be done with any law, and as, ccnfessedl?', 
has too often been done in Kentuck? and else- 
where. It is time for all that to b« stopped. 
And yet, we urge no undue severity. That de- 
feats its owd ends. The efficacy of ptuishment, 
in its remedial and protective character, de- 
pends, not npon its severity bnt upon its certainty. 
h is not overdoing that is effective. That re- 
coils upon itself. Thus saith the great bard 
who sounds all the depths and occult ie jesses of 
human nature: 

Hr*t net a furnace for your foe so hot 
That it do aintie yourself: We may outrun, 
lty violcut BwittiH'ff. that which we rui it. 

And l«ee by ovi rrunniiiy. Know you tot. 

The file that mount- the liquet till it roa o’er, 

In eeeiniug to augment it, wastes it? 

It is justice, not vengeance that is required. 

It is adequate, not nndue punishment following 
promptly upon tbe perpetration of crime that 
deters tbe criminally disposed. What cares the 
red-banded and black-hearted villaia for the 
thundering denunciations of the law, how ter- 
rible soever they may be, if he has a confident 
or even a feeble hope of escaping its ' imitations 
altogether? 

Let retribution be swift and sure ruher than 
excessive, and we shall get all the benefit from 
it as deterring from lawlessness aad crime 
which it is possible to extract from aav human 
penal code. Military discipline and marual 
law have given, and are rapidly giving place 
to civil law. The work of courts-martial and 
marshals provost must be performed chiefly 
hereafter by civil judges and juries, even in tbe 
States lately in revolt. Tbere will cctuinne to 
be, of course, military* supervision in each 
Stales, bnt this will be withdrawn just 
so soon and so generally as tke people 
of those States shall practically demon- 
strate their ability and their inflexible determi- 
nation, through civil organizations, to main- 
tain the supremacy of the laws, su[>press disor 
der, punish crime, and thereby adequately pro- 
tect person and property, and not a minute 
sooner. Nor should it be. The laws mast be 
enforced, and if coarts and juries will not do it, 
military power mutt. There is no alternative 
The great interests of society, the rights of per- 
son and property, demand protection, and they 
will have it. If it come not from one direction, 
it will and it mnst from another. The sole 
cause of mob law in this country has been the 
shameless dereliction of civil law aid its sword 
ministers. There comes np involuntarily 
as it were from the bo so it of every 
civilized community, atd it corns from the 
very nature and necessities o its condition, an 
un? iclding demand for protection agaiost intol- 
erable evils. If this is not afforded by the costly 
machinery oi the State, it is clutched in time of 
peace by tbe strong hands of irregular power In 
a disorganized or semi organized form. There 
may be ext options to the rale, bit generally, 
whenever there is a sudden exbibtion of mob 
violence in a city or in tural districts, tbere will 
be found to have been lurkinp beneath tbe 
surface of forms gross corruptioi or remi-wness 
in tbe administration of the taws, perjured 
iniquities and judicial farces ptrod? ing justice 
and mocking tbe cries of ontrafed citizens. 

Our guards and patrols will lave to be largely 
increased, we think, and in tie country, it will 
be found necessary, in all prolability, to mount 
them, so that highwaymen cm be pursued and 
bagged. Each county may b? obliged to main- 
tain a mounted patrol. This will entail a heavy 
expense, but it will be inflniuly better to bear 
it than to bear the depredation of banditti, and 
feel the harrowing conscionsnas of insecurity 
The feeling of security is worti all it lhay cost, 
and mn6t be had at any price. 

So far as our own commnnit? is concerned, 
we urge increased, we may ssy extraordinary 
vigilance npon the officers of fte law, of every 
kind and grade. The public weal requires of 
them more strongly perhaps than ever before 
unswerving fidelity, the hightst courage, and 
integrity. 

Ottr citizens expect this of them and will sup- 
port them in the unflinching discharge of their 
duties. 

Where martial and civil law both prevail in 
a time of peace, there should be a disposition 
manifested to harmonize, to ivoid whatever 
may tend to bring about collisions. To ignore 
stiff etiquette and mere punctilio would proba- 
bl? - redound to the public good. 

Compkrsatior. — We have been repea'.elly, 
asked, lrom vari.ns portions of tbe State, 
whether or not the loyal owners of slaves in 
Kentucky are to be compensated for slaves that 
have enlisted in the public service. As far as 
onr influence extends we shall always exert it 
to secure compensation, but the question is in 
tbe bands of tbe Federal Admhistrarion. In 
Febiuary, 1864, a law was enacted by Congress 
empowering the Secretary of Yar to appoint 
commissoners in the loyal sla'e States whose 
duty it should be to award compensation to loyal 
masters, but no such commissioi has yet been 
appointed for Kentucky. In ptrsnacce of the 
law we have referred to, a commission was es- 
tablished in Mar? land after the emancipation 
of slavery by that State last scanner, and we 
have been credibly informed that when Ken- 
tucky shall ratify the amendment aad thereby 
settle the vexed question in her own limit*, a 
similar commission will be established here. 
It, however, we refuse to act npm the question 
ourselves, but allow the institution to drift away 
unaffected by any legal acton, we believe 
there will be no compensaticn. We referred 
to this matter some weeks ago, bnt not 
so definitely as now. We have urged the 
people of the State, as we now do, to take this 
slavery question into their own hands and fore- 
s afi tbj^events which are inevitably before us. 
That rife amendment will became a part of the 
Federal Constitution there is n« room whatever 
for doubt. Whether we will ii or not, it will 
be ratified by the requisite constitutional ma- 
jority of the States before the expiration of the 
approaching winter, and then slavery will be 
abolished in Kentucky, and, as we warn the 
people now, our slaveholders will receive no 
compensation. If, however, we c» -operate with 
the States ratifying, we believe tbe commission 
will be appointed at once, as was the case in 
Maryland. The Journal, at any rate, will do 
everything in its power to secure to onr slave- 
owners a just compensation. 

(j- We have just read General Simon Bolivar 
Buckner's “Farewell Address" to the rebel 
troops that were under his command.

If the stampede of negroes still go on as it has 
been and is doing, who are to gather the har 
vests? If the opponents of the Constitutional 
Amendment continue to inculcate the belief tha* 
slavery may yet be saved, that the negroes will 
not obtain their freedom, will not the stampede 
among them increase in volume and impetus 
till it shall reach every part of the State, and 
almost entirely denude it of its field hands? It 
seems so to ns, unless some practical remedy 
can be found sufficiently potent to check it aud 
prevent it from swelling into greater propor- 
tions than it has now obtained. What’s to be 
dote? The question interests, not only loyal 
slaveholders— though it affects them in an 
especial manner and is vitally important 
to them — bnt the citizens of the State 
generalfy, because upon its solntion depend 
largely the securing of the crops, the 
food cf the people, prices, and many other im- 
portant matters that will readily suggest them- 
selves to the intelligent reader. We do not sup- 
pose the leaders of the anti- Amendment party 
will change their course, however much the pub- 
lic good may demand it. When have the slavery 
agitators of the Sonth ever done so by consid- 
erations even of the weightiest character affect- 
ing the interests of the commnnit? ? D d those 
agitators pause in their career though the hor- 
rors of war and the desolations that always fol- 
low in its track loomed up before them in 1860? 
Did they not stigmatize all who opposed them, 
who warned the people against the sure conse- 
quences of their madness as “abolitionists,” that 
being supposed a sufficient answer to any and 
every argument, just as the slavery agitators in 
Kentucky now do? “Abolitionist” was the 
great lever used to upturn and overthrow the 
prosperity of the Southern people, the “open 
sesame” in vii tne of which the flood-gates of 
revolution were raised and the dark w iters of 
strife let loose npon the fair fields and peaceful 
irbabitants of the Sonth; and "aholitionirt '» 
strange as it may seem. Is still the shibboleth of 
slavery agitation in Kentnckv! We repeat that 
we do not ixpect that there agitators will alter 
their course. They will continue, we suppose, to 
alarm the negroes by assuming that the latter 
will not be made free and thus the stampede, nn 
less an effective check can be fonnd and applied, 
will go on deepening and widen ng, and para- 
lyzing, to a great and lamentable extent, the 
industry of the 8tate.

The principle of the arrange- 
ment is for owners to declare to their slaves 
that ihey will regard them aa “hired servant” 
and pay them wages. By scanning tbe order of 
Gtneral Palmer dosely it will be perceived that 
he does not profess to emancipate negroes b 
military authority. He has no right to do that 
The owners of slaves have applied to him for 
this purpose, bnt as the constitution of Ken- 
tucky does not permit the emancipation ot 
slaves, except upon certain conditions, all ha de- 
clares he will do is to “protect the arrangement 
that may be entered into by master aad slave, b- 
wlieh the former agrees to treat the latter as a 
“hired arrant,” and pay him a stipulate! sum 
for his labor. The said "arrangement” will be 
protected in “all its parts.” That give? security 
to both parties, aud both parties cuusequeutl 
can exercise implicit faith in it. 

In making the suggestion, some two month* 
ago, to the slaveowners of Keutacky to hire 
their servants, we instanced tbe success of the 
plan as put into operation many years ago bv a 
keen, shrewd, old Scotch millionaire of Lonisi 
ana, by the name of John McDonogh, whom 
■ me of onr readers may have known. He 
owned immense plantations and amassed a 
great fortune. His negroes never ran away, 
were never flogged, and did more work 
than those of any other planter, and did it 
cheerfully. When they had earned money 
enongh to buy themselves, he sent them to Li 
beria in Africa. The representatives of Sonth 
Carolina in those parts were extremely indig 
nant at Old John for turning “abolitionist ’ 
bnt he probably never knew anything of it or ii 
he did, never noticed it, but kept straight on 
paying bis negroes and coining money like a 
vtry Midas. 

Can it be reasonably doubted that the same 
principle called into requisition in Kentucky 
would have the same effect? We think not. 
Let onr farmers and others try it. 

The Interest of Nor Slaveholders in 
Kentucky. — The peculiar interests of slaverv 
are thoroughly hostile to the interests of the 
free white laborers of this 8tate, and yet the 
slaveholders who, according to onr Auditor’s 
report of 1864, nnmber but 36,140 agains; 
883 377 non-slaveholders (according to the cen- 
sus of 1860), have always enjoyed singular ad- 
vantages for their peculiar property unde* the 
legislation of the State. We have argued, again 
and again, in pursuance of very obvious facts 
and in accordance with the views of Mr. Clay, 
os expressed by him on the subject in 1849, tha 
tbe material wealth of Kentucky wonld be im- 
measurably advanced by the substitution of the 
sy stem of free labor for that of slavery. By such 
a change the great and varied resources of the 
Commonwealth would be far more rapidly de- 
veloped, and a degree of prosperity would be 
realized as yet unknown to our people. Au 
overwhelming majority of our population are 
non-slaveholding, and yet the wealth of the 
State has been chiefly confined to the compare 
lively few slaveholders. This significant fact is 
accounted for by a contemporary who very 
trnly says, that in every slave State on this con- 
tinent the rich lands have been worked by ne 
gro slaves, and the poor white men have been 
driven to the thin and comparatively barren 
lands. 

This is supremely the case in Kentucky. The 
rich lands of the Blnegrase regions and the fine 
tobacco lands of Southern Kentucky are almost 
altogether worked by slaves. So true is this 
that a man need do no more to find ont the 
quality of the soil of a particular State than to 
take the census of the connty and see how 
many slaves there vs in it. The poor white 
men, being excluded from these productive 
soils, are driven Into the poorer regions of the 
country, where the thin soil yields bnt a poor 
return to tbeir labor, and are there compelled 
to strive for a scanty subsistence. Add Sm- 
other fact aUo: Where slavery abounds, many 
of the mechanical departments of labor were 
filled by negroes — carpenters, blacksmiths, 
bricklayers, stonemasons, Ac. Slaveholders 
preferred owning such skilled labor to hiring it. 
Thus poor white men were excluded from this 
also. Now free the negroes; turn loose these 
slaves who are monopolizing the labor npon 
the rich lands of the State, and are filling np 
many of the mechanical professions, and let 
them compete for each labor with the white

Articles manu- 
factured or produced between the 31 -t d&v of 
August 18fi2, and tbe 3d day of March, 1803, 
will be subject to the tax imposed bv tbe act of 
July 1. 1002 , on all sneb articles, and tbe tax to 
be levied on all articles so transported or in- 
tended to be trans|ioned as aforesaid, will he 
mat which was im|>osed by tbe law as it exist- 
ed when they first became liable to tax. Tbe 
assessment will be made at tbe rates which 
were obtained at mat time When an article is 
claimed to be exempted, or subject to a Icoa rate 
of tax than is imposed by tbe law ae it now ex- 
ists, proof aatisluctory to tbe Assessor of tbe 
disti ict must be given of tbe rates of tax to 
which it to subject.

send North for sale, or when removed from tbe 
place ol manufacture prior to September 1, 
1062, tht-ie is no tax: when removed between 
that and January 1, 1*64, fifteen cents per 
pound; when removed between tbe latter date 
and April 1, In*"., thiily five cents pe- pound, 
and if removed since the latter date, forty cents 
per pound — the owner being required, in all 
cases, to prove when it did love tbe manufac- 
tory. The object of the regulation under which 
this tax is levied to to allow tbe people of the 
booth to trade among themselves, but not to 
preetpitate their tobacco on Northern markets, 
where, without paying any tax, tney could un- 
dersell at greatly reduced rates.

Galveston, who assured me that there would be 
no opposition on tbe part of the forces under 
hto command or people to tbe occupation of 
Galveston by the navy on the morn lug of the 
6th. 1 left New Orleans on the steamer R R. I 
Cavler, and arrived off Galveston y e-terday at 

2 P. M. Captain Bands then informed me that 
on the 2d of May Gen. Kirby Bmitb and Gen. 
Magruder came on board ibe U 8 steamer 
Dickson, w here tbey were met by Brig -Gen. 

E J Davto, representing Gen. E R 8. Canby, 
and karnsibat the snrrender.ar/anged between 
the representatives of Generals Smith and 
Canby. wen- signed by Kirby Smith. 

afier sigt ing the articles of surrender, Capt. 
Bands immediately took the necessary steps to 
buoy out the channels, and on the 15tb pro- 
ceeded inside the bar on the Cornelia, followed 
by tbe Preston, and landed at Galveston, ac- 
c mpa tiled bv Colonel Stevens. Commander 
Downs and Lieutenant Com man dr Wilson, 
and bad an interview with Mavor C. H Leo- 
n trd. after which the flag of the United States 
was raised on tbe Custom boose. Tbe citizens 
( Ddu' ted themselves in tbe most orderly man- 
ner. The flag to now floating on all the forts in 
trie harbor, bnt ae we have not a sufficient force 
t on. the fleet to garrison tbe latter. I have di- 
rected the light draught gunboats Cornelia, 
Preston, and New L indon to remain inside tbe 
bar. where they will soon be joined by the Port 
Royal. 

I have also given orders to Commander Le- 
roy, of the 0«6ipee, to convey wuu hto vw*el 
the troops which are under General Canby. It 
to hoped that hto fleet will in a few dav* be 
ready to despatch to occupy tbe different forts 
on the coast already surrendered to os. 

General Brown, of the United Sines army, 
on the 1st instant, with hto brigade, took pos- 
eturiou of tbe garrison at Brownsville Tne 
other forts on the coast of Texas, which have 
been heretofore blockaded bv our vessels, are 
now beld by tbe naval forces; thus blockade- 
r icning from Galveston and tbe coast of Texas 
to at an end. 

To day, I went on shore and had an Inter- 
view with the civil authorities, bv whom I was 
cordiallv received, and. In a conversation with 
these gentlemen, they expressed their anxietv 
for a speedy restoration of tbe old order of 
thing*. They reiterated the desire that a por- 
tion of oar naval force abotild remain in tbe 
harbor for their protection. I was accompanied 
on tbe visit by Captapi Bands and a part of mv 
command.

A PROCLAMATION BY THE I’UKSIDF.NT OF THE

Whereas, bv tbe proclamations of the Presi- 
dent ot the 15m and 20th ot April, 1861, a 
blockade ot certain ports of tne United States 
was set on foot, but whereas the reasons for 
I bat measure bave ceased to exist. Now, tbe e- 
!<>re, be it ktioan that i, Andrew Johnson, 
President of the United States, do hereby de- 
clare and proclaim the blockade afore-aid 
to be rescinded as to all the ports west of 
tbe Mi-stosippi river, which ports will 

be open to foreign commerce on tbe 
first ol July next, on tbe terms and conditions 
set forth in my proclamation of tbe 22d of May 
last It to to be understood, however, that tbe 
blockade thus rescinded was an international 
measure, for tbe purpose ol protecting the sov- 
ereign rights ot tbe United States The greater 
or less subversion of the civil authorities in the 
region to which it applied, ann the impractica 
bi.ity of at once restoring that in due efficiency, 
may for a season make it desirable to employ 
tbe army and navy on the-e toward carrying 
the laws into effect wherever such employment 
may be necessary. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set 
mv bond, and' canned the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, this, the 23d 
day ot June, A. D 1865, and ul the independence 
ot America the 83th.

Tfie , 
United 8tates libels it as a prize, aud the Vicks- 
l urg claims it as propertv derelic'. The de ; I 
cision is now given that tbe property is a prize 
to the United State- It has heretofore been 
the practice in New York to allow the finder to 
keep cotton and goods picked up, although the 
point has Dot been previous to this decision ad- 
judicated-. Tbi- decl-ion establishes, therefore, 
a very valuable precedent. 

In the same court, a motion was made by the 
United States Attorney tor the sale of the Geor- 
gia, the well-known Confederate cruizer, and 
was resisted on behalf of Edward Bates, of Liv- 
erpool, tbe claimant. The motion was allowed 
by the court and the sale of the vessel ordered, 
on the ground that longer delay would cause 
such depreciation in tbe value of the vessel as 
to affect the interests of all parlies concerned. 

Fort Smith, Ark., June 24.

missioner on the part of the United Slates. 

Tbe Indians agree to cease at oace all hos- 
tilities against tbe United States and return to 
their homes and re-ume their former occupa- | 
lions. Govei nor Wade also brings resolutions 
adopted by a council of twenty- two tribes who 
Diet at Ar’mstroog Academy oh the 16th. which 
dec-laie they- will imm-diatcly cease all acts of 
hostility to ibe United States and will send a 
delegation ot five from each tribe to Washing- 
ton to negotiate permanent peace. Tue Indiaus 
appear very lriendly to the United 8tates and 
anxious to re.- unit friendly relations. The 
paid council is to meet again on the 1st of 
September. Gen Bussey has issued oeders in- 
viting the Indians to return to their homes, 
assuring them that they w ill not be molested by 
the Unfit d States authorities 60 long as they 
fathtully keep the temporary treaty of peice 
entered into He has also provided for tbe 
payment lor all beef cattle procured from the 
Indisu Nation for the United States troops, and 
provided for the protection of their propertv. 

Governor Wade gives assurances that no 
further trouble will be occasioaed by the 
Choctaws.

Tbe Chronicle says’Darto didn't communicate 
to tbe public with regard to tbe conference. 

S cphens says Davto first sent to him to say that 
Mr. Blair desired a conference between the au- 
thorities of tbe United States and the Soulhf for 
tlie subject of peace. Mr. Stevens replied, that 
Mr. Blair spoke by authority of President Lin- 
coln. He most earnestly advised the confer- 
ence, and recommended that the strictest se- 
crecy be used, and the parties to the conference 
be Presidents Lincoln and Davis, and Generals 
Grant and Lee to be the only persons who 
were to know of the meeting. Mr. Davto 
di6regaided this advice; ana Mr. Stevens 
was informed two days later that himself, 
llonter and Campiiell were to gi. Mr. 
S'evens did not wish to go. bnt did 60 to avoid 
unfriendly remarks. Three Southern gentle- 
men met Mr. Lincoln and Seward, and alter 
some remarks the subject of peace was opened. 
Mr. St-vens urged tbe claims of his section 
* lib skill and address, for which the Northern 
y ipei s have given him credit. Mr. Lincoln as- 
sured them that they might rely on the liberal 
etmtoe of the pardoning power. He suggested 



that it would be far better for the rebellious 
States to return at once than fortok tbe chances 
of continuing the war and increasing the bitter- 
nef s of feeling in Congress. 

Mr. Stevens reported to Di vis that nothing 
had been done, but that nothing was deter- 
mined, and it he relied upon tbe sincerity of 
Blair the eon'erence was but a confirmation of 
the dc.-ire for peace on the part of the United 
Siates, and the way was open for settlement. 
D .vto looked upon proposals as insulting, and 
seemed to have the conscience of Huuier in 
that view. He wished the statement to go be- 
fore tbe public that only iu-nlting term* were 
tci dei ad, bnt tbe commissioners declined to 
make it, on the grouud that it was not true.

The Herald has a synopsis of a debate in the 
French legislature on the Maximilian question. 
Jules Favre, the leader of the Republican partv, 
said the expedition was undertaken to recover 
a recognized claim of about $1,000,000 witli 
eventual claims which might varv from $5.- 
000,000 to $12,000,000. and thev had already in- 
cuired an expenseof $41X1,000,000. It had been 
promised that t ie French troops would protect 
the Mexicans of parties in the full exercise of 
their opinion, but this had not been done. 

Washington, June 24. 

Parties who were prominent in the rebellion, 
and who desire to take the oath lor the purpose 
of making special application for pardon, will 
in ihe luture, it is understood, be required to 
take the oath in tbe districts where they reside 
instead of coming to this city. 

l^rge numbers of men are now availing 
themselves of the benefits of the order directing 
the discharge of all men of tbe Veteran Re- 
serve Corps who are entitled to discharge by 
reason of the regiments from which they were 
translerred being mustered out. 

Permission has been granted the Chief Signal 
Officer of the army to muster out all men of his 
corps whose terms expire prior to October 1. 
Two hundred and thirty will be discharged 
under tbe order, leaving eleven hundred re- 
maining. 

A military order was promulgated to-day, an- 
nouncing the dismounting of the field-works 
which compose the defences of Washington 
north and south of the Potomac. 

New York, June 24. 

The following steamships sailed to day: City 
of London, for Liverpool; Germania, for Ham- 
burg; Alhambra, for Charleston; Ellen Perry, 
for Ncwbern; George Cornwall, for New Or- 
leans, Nevada, for Savannah; Yazoo, for Rich- 
mond; and Loutoe, for Wilmington.

Murder and Roebery in Hickman County 
by Guerillas — W e are informed by Captain 
J. N. Puckett, Representative from Hickman, 
ssys the Nashville Press, that a guerilla leader 
named Duvall, who commands a squad of some 
ten bandits, went, a few days ago, to Gordon’s 
Ferrv, on Duck river, fifteen miles from Colum- 
bia, and robbed aud killed a man who was en 
gaged in rafting cedar logs The guerillas got 
tilicen hundred dollars from the murdered man, 
who was supposed to be from Bedford county. 
The news was confirmed by two Confederate 
soldiers, who reacted the city yesterday. This 
Duvall to making a good deal of disturbance in 
that legion, and declares that he will kill every 
man who dares to accept a commission for any 
civil office, great and small, from the exist- 
ing State government, which he regarded as 
unauthorized and wholly unconstitutional. 
Captain Puckett took out a number of magis- 
trate's commissions to Hickman the other day, 
but the persons for whom they were intended 
said that if they accepted them the act would 
cost them their lives. Capt Puckett, of course, 
had to return with hto commissions in his 
pocket, leaving Mr. Duvall acting guardian of 
the county of Hickman. 81a very exists in almost 
primitive vigor, and more than its primitive 
hardship in that county. If they dare to leave 
their masters and hire themselves to any other 
1 erson Duvall pursues and shoots them, and hto 
conduct is heartily approved by every rebel 
master These matters certainly deserve to be 
promptly inquired into. 

tp?T We charged that the opponents of the 
Constitutional Amendment are demoralizing 
the negroes of Kentucky, causing their stam- 
pede to camps, across the river, etc., by making 
them believe that they are not after all to be set 
fiee. The Democrat of yesterday virtually ad- 
mits the charge, and expresses no regret 
thereat. It says: “And what if they did go? 
If they wtnt to their friends over the river, 
where they can do better, tc/*i reqrett it f” Let 
it be understood, then, that tbe opponents of 
the amendment in Kentucky do not regret the 
demoralization of its labor or the escape of its 
negroes from their homes. Stick a pin there. 

Further along in the same article the Demo- 
crat says: “There will soon be no want of 
labor here.” Eh? What sort of labor? It 
doe6 not “regret” the escape of negroes from 
the plantations, and it doe* not, consequently, 
expect them to remain. It does not expect, by 
its own showing, <» preserve slavery. What to 
the fuss all about then? What to it trying to 
keep up the agitation for? 

A Pork Speculator Gone Up — E istman, a 
dealer in pork in New York, absconded the 
other day, leaving a cash deficiency of four 
hundred tboneand dollars. He was a great 
“bear,” and had about sixty thousand barrels 
of pork sold short. The advance in price* broke 
him. Tbe stock of pork in New York on the 
1 st instant was ninety -six thousand barrels; and 
' < t this single individual had contracted to de- 
liver sixty thousand barrels This stow* how 
badly tbe trade has bceu demoralized; that it 
is controlled now, not by merchants, but by 
mere adventurers; and it atoo accounts for the 
frequent and violent fluctuations in prices. The 
imaginary losses by East-nan’s default will 
prove heavy, but as there was little real pork 
involved, the real losses will not amount to 
much.

As soldiers ot the Confederate States, 
an aimy defending the rights of your country, 
von won the respect of > our enemies and the 
admiration of the civibzed world. The power 
which you could not resist has crushed the 
hopes which } ou had cherished, and compelled, 
fo force of arms, obedience to the authority ot 
the United States. You have obligated vour- 
selve* to abstain from further acts of hostility, 
and are permitted to return to your home* to 
follow your peacelul avocation* without moles- 
tation of vour persons. The same fidelity 
wbfih you dtoplayed upon the batile field should 
be shown in the new engagements into which 
you have voluntarily entered. Go peaceably to 
your homes; cultivate lriendly relations with 
ail; abstain from all hostile acts, and dtocoun 
tenance every attempt at disorder. You will 
bave much to forgive aud much to endure; but, 
as courage has been your characteristic on 
the field, let tbe spirit of magnanimity and for- 
titude guide > our action* in private life. When 
tLe passions of the hour shall have subsided, a 
returning sense of justice will compel even the 
people whom we have so long resisted, to con- 
cede that justice must have been the basis of 
tbe caurc which inspired so many acts of hero- 
ism, and gave ri.-e to the spirit of self-sacrifice 
and devotion which yon have so often dtoplayed. 
To the Missouri troops of my corps, my com- 
mendalions are especially due, for the orderly 
dtportment and tiim discipline which they 
have shown in the most trying emergencies.

Money for the past week baa been amp's for alt de- 
mands, the bai>ks,howcver. preferring 60 to 9U days paper 
e any other offerings, and all good commercial pap r of 
this class is freely taken ar 9 $ cent. 

Some of the National Banka have adopted the plan of 
having the President's or Vice-Preaideut'a or Cashier's 
name engraved on their notes, instead of being written, 
as required by law. Protesting against this pernicious 
system, the Comptroller of the Currency has published 
a Ittter, under date of the *th inst., wherein he states 
'that the prset ice which some of the National Banka 
have adopted, of havtng the signatures of their officers 
engraved upon their notes, is not sanctioued by law. 

1 he engr.ved signatures of these officers, therefore, do 
not furnish the legal attestation of the promise to pay on 
demand contemplated by the National Currency Act. 
Though the bank committing the wrong cannot take ad- 
vantage of it to repudiate i a own issues, other National 
Bunks would Dot be obliged to receiveihe notes." 

The Government is paying all city and country vouch- 
ers with but little delay, aud the brokers are buying the 
s»me when offered at lj4 discount. 

InVegard to stamping receipts, Deputy Commissioner 
ot Internal Revenue, R. K. Rollins, has decided that, 
where a bill is receipted as “paid by check, ' which 
clearly expresses that tbs check wss received in pay- 
ment, it is subject to stamp duty; when a receipt merely 
acknowledges “that a check hae been received, without 
expressing that it was received in payment of a bill er 
other indebtedness, it is exempt from stamp duty. 

Exchange continues plenty, buying at par and selling 
at par to 1.10 premium. 

Gold since our last has fluctuated considerably, open- 
ing on the 19th at 143M, advancing to 143.V, on Ute 36th 
declined to 138, on the 23d advanced to 14%, on the 33d 
declined to 1 $%, to-day opening at 112X, and closing 
at 143. 

During tbe week the market h*s been quite active,and 
a very considerable amount of business has been done. 
The city has been very crowded with strangers and sol- 
diers, a targe number of the latter being encamped in 
the vicinity. 

There has been little or no speculative movement 
during the week, and the trade has assumed a healthy 
snd remunerative character. 

Tbe sales of leaf tobacco have been very large, amount- 
ing to L799 hbds, increasing from day to day during the 
week, until the last two days, when a slight tailing off 
in tbe quantity sold occurred; prices have been very 
good, and a large amount of capital has thoreb7 been 
disbursed. 

Tbe receipts snd stocks of all article# of groceries. druga 
dry goods, aDd provisions have been ample, snd prices 
continue at the lowest possible rates. 

We have a tri-weekly packet line to Memphis, con- 
necting with tbe Arkansas and White river boats at 
that point, besides packets running up the Tennessee 
and Green rivers. Our Cumber Ian-' river packets 



however, were seized by tbe Government for the trans- 
portation of U oops, hence we have no line of boats now 
for that trade, but as soon is released tbey will return 
to their usual trade. 

Considerable isiu has fallen during the week, which 
has seemed greatly to mitigate the heat of the hot June 
days. To-day has been the hottest of tbe season, the 
thermometer ranging 90 to 94 in the shade. 

An estimate of the growing cropa can now he made, 
as the season is sufficiently advanced, and. taking as 
our data the reports from ou* own and nearly all the 
other States, and the monthly statement of the Deptrt 
mi nt of Agriculture for M ry. we conclude that the labor • 
of the husbandman will be crowned with most bounti- 
ful results. 

The grain crop, which last season was valued at 
$265,707 074, premier's to be still more prohfic during the 
present year. In New York, Pennsylvania. Ohio. Indi- 
ana, Illinois, and New Hampshire, it is said the yield 
will he greater than for a decade of years. Luxuriant 
pastures have gladdened the stock, and should result in 
reducing the cost of beet, milk, snd butter to the deni- 
zens of our cities. 

An average amount of winter crops were sown last 
tail, and in all tbe States but Delaware, M seouri, aud 
M i unesota, wheat is looking much better th„n usual at 
this season cf the year. 

Large quantities of the crop of 1*64 yet lie waiting iu 
the Wtstim storehouses for transportation coastward, 
aud in the tor West, at St. Paul aud other points, it is 
said to bt a drug in tlie market, owing to the bright 
r roeptete of the present harvest. Winter rye looks bet 
ter in every State except Delaware and Minnesota, and 
tlie same as to winter barley, with the exception of 
Maine, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Minnesota, Kansas, and West Vir- 
ginia; in ail tbe States, however, the crop promises an 
average yield, except in Connecticut, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Minnesota, and West Virginia. 

In every one of these States there wss less of wheat, 
rye, and barley winter-killed than usual. 

The spi ing, like the winter crops, give promise of 
large yields. In nearly all the States an average area 
of ground was sown with spring wheat, and in all the 
States excepting Maine. Rhode Island, Maryland, Indi- 
ana, and Minnesota it looks much better than usual. 
The re ports concerning the oet crop are still more en- 
couraging. Good judges estimate the corn crop will be 
larger this year than last, when it amounted to 530,451,- 
4 03 buphcls. 

Heavy showers in some lrcalities kept corn back 
somewhat, but the warm weather since has brought it 
rapidly f orward. In the Southern Stales immense fields 
ot cot u, with here snd there s field of wheat, are report d 
iu the most flourishing condition. In Oeorgia a great 
deal of corn has been planted, as well as in Alabama, and 
in North Carolina never before in the history of the State 
has such a breadth of wheat been sown as was last fall. 
The same is true in South Carolina and other Southern 
Stvtes, many having substituted wheat, corn, Ac., for 
cotton, tobacco. Ac. In Virginia there was more wheat 
raised in 1860 than in Pennsylvania, and a fair yield 
will be obtained this year.

There were thirty- four warrants for pardon 
issued to-day bv the Secretary of State.

The President gives the preference to persons in 
humble position in the matter of hearing peti- 
tions for pardon, and he has determined to hold 
under advisement, for the present, ail applica- 
tions from men of distinction. 

The President has likewise directed that peti- 
tions for pardon shall be referred s[>eciaUv to 
ti e Govei nors of the several 8tates whe;e n the 
applicants reside, so that the best evidence can 
be obtained as to the merits or demerits of the 
l«etUioners. and also that the Governors in each 
case recommend such action as to them seem 
juft and proper. 

It is stated that Benjamin Wood telegraphed 
to the authorities here his desire to lesuf ' be- 
fore the militarv commission concerning the 
$25,000 draft, sent to him bv Jacob Thompson. 
He claims. I understand, that it was given him 
to be used in speculating in gold for a friend of 
Thompson, aod says that he so used it. 

It is not known whether his request will be 
granted or not. 

The remaining appointments for Georgia 
were made to-dav as follows, and the delega- 
tion left this evening for Savannah via New 
York: Judge Erskiue, tor United State* Judge:

Major-General Meade says Hancock’s corps 
will be mustered out of service Also, that the 
divisions of the Armv of the Fotomoc will re- 
tain their organization, and the corps will not 
be broken up. The 20th corps will be paid off 
this week. 

New York, June 19. 

The Herald's Washington special 19th says: 

In bis despatch to the British Minister, ac- 
kn< wleding the receipt of Earl Russell's des- 
patch. Secretary Seward expresses the gratifi- 
cation of tbe President at this action of the 
British Government, bat renews the protests 
against the joint action of the British and 
French Governments in conceding belligerent 
rights to tbe insurgent* as an unfavorable act, 
and contrary to international law. 

He also expresses regret at tbe reservation 
ce ntained in Earl Russell’s despatch in favor of 
tbe rebel emir ere, and demands that such plrat 
ical vessels shall be delivered up to the United 
Stales. 

He also declares the right and intention 
of the U. 8. Government to capture any such 
piratical craft, under whatever flag they may 
be placed, refusing to recognise the validity of 
anv transfer that may be made 
Gov. Holden has issued hi* first proclama- 
tion to the people ot North Carolina. He in- 
forms them that a convention to alter or amend 
the State Constitution; to pr ovide for tb« elec- 
tion of a Governor and a Legislature, and to 
pnt the civil machinery* in full operation will be 
held at as early a period as praciii able. 

Undoubted loyalty to ths national Govern- 
ment will be required of all delegates in this 
Convention and of all persons who vote for 
them. Those desiring to vote will be required 
to take tbe oath of allegiance and to prove 
their good will toward the Government. 

Magistrates, whose dutv, among othe- thing*, 
shall be to administer tbe oath of allegiance 
and other civil officers to act temporarily, will 
shortly be appointed for the various districts 
throughout tbe State. 

The Governor appeals to the people to re- 
new with cheerfulness their usual pursuits and 
their interest in the prosperity of the nation, 
reminding them that all of welfare and happi 
ness they have or that they can hope for for 
themselves or children k individually bound up 
w ith the Union. 

He informs them that It rests with themselves 
to prove whether this Coelom * a blessing or 
an injury, and counsels them to cultivate habits 
of order and industry. 

New York, June 20. 

The news of Kirby Smith’s surrender was re- 
ceived with satisfaction, it being looked upon 
as a conclusive proof of the terminalionof the 
war. 

The Army and Navy Gazette, referring to the 
surrender of the last Confederate General, says: 

By thk event the Federal troops have been 
brought fnce to face with the French outposts 
on the Rio Grande. 

The same paper denounces what it terms the 
bloodthirsty designs of President Johnson, but 
thinks he will shrink from the horrid persecu- 
tions he threatens to carry out when the lists of 
the 8outbern men are made out.

The World’s Washington special says: A 
general order has been issued deciding that all 
soldiers who have violated their contracts with 
the Government bv committing the crime of 
desertion during the time lor which thev had 
enlisted or were dratted have no claim either to 
pay which had accrued at their time of deser- 
tion, or to any payment of bounty, and any 
payments hereafter made in conflict with this 
decision will not be allowed by the Treasury 
Department. 

Now that Sherman’s army has all gone, the 
woik of transporting the Armv of the Potomac 
has commenced. Fifteen thousand men have 
gone, aDd about ten thousand, more are remain- 
ing here to be mustered out. 

Important orders were Issued to day directing 
that no bouotv be paid for enlistments alter the 
1st ot July. This applies more especially to the 
regular army. 

A voluminous document, in which A. H Ste- 
phens asks for pardon, has been referred lrom 
the Attorney General’s office to Secretary Sew- 
ard, who has it under advisement lor report to 
the President. 

The Herald says the friends of the late Presi- 
dent Lincoln will be gratified to know that hi* 
estate was left in a much better condition than 
many persons supposed. It appears that he 
had some seventy-five thousand dollars accum- 
ulated, which he Invested in Government bonds. 
Besides this, it is believed that each of his sur- 
viving sons is handsomely provided for. 

The Tribune’s corespondent, writing from 
Jacksonville, Fla., thinks there are but few 
persons in the State who are not exceedingly 
anxious that peace should continue. The 
emancipation proclamation has been promptly 
and almost universally acquiesced in. 

The present crop will not materially suffer in 
consequence ol emancipation. Severe flogging 
with whip auu paddle hasn’t entirely disap- 
peared. A few instances of shooting and other 
acts of violence have occurred and may yet oc- 
cur. Nine tenths of the slaves are on planta- 
tions, working for wages, and will be paid by 
receiving part of the crop

Tke Patent Office issued 160 patents, the 
largest number ever known. Prior to this year, 
the largest number in any week was 98, in I860. 

The rebel Senator H. C. Burnett, of Ken- 
tucky, who took the oath of allegiance here yes- 
terday, was arrested at Willard’s Hotel this 
morning, by order of the Secretary of War. 

The Star says: The statement has been going 
tbe rounds of the press that on Tuesday last 
tbe colored people of Washington asked per- 
mission of the President to celebrate tbe Fourth 
of July on the grounds attached to the White 
Bouse, which request the President refused to 
grant, because he considered the grounds pub- 
lic property, of which he was merely custodian. 
We have authority for stating that Rev. Dr. 
Garnett, of the Fifteenth-Street Presb\terian 
colored congregation, made application in 
writing to the President to allow the members 
of his church to celebrate the Fourth on the 
gicunds adjoining the White House, which re- 
quest was granted, the President returning 
the application to Dr. Garnett with a favorable 
indorsement. 

Nkw York, June 20. 

The World’s correspondent, writing from 
Danville aid Greensboro, savs: The people are 
utterly destitute and idle in' tbe couutry. The 
negroes are doing some work. Masters are 
afraid of the negroes, and frequently call for 
troops to protect them, though not a single case 
of violence on the part of freedmen has been 
repotted. Many of tbe late masters are guilty 
of cruelty toward the negro freedmen, who are 
generally disposed to work. 

The issuing of rations to destitute whites has 
been generally di-continued, as It was found to 
encourage Idleness, and, besides this, opening 
the dcor for extensive frauds. There is no 
money in the country except in a few cases, and 
goods taken there by Northern dealers can’t be 
sold. 'Tee women are weaving home-spun gar- 
ments, and many are dressed iu Confederate 
greyv, owing to their inability to precure any- 
thing else. 

Tne seventy thousand dollars in specie that 
was recently discovered at Charlotte has myste- 
riously disappeared. 

During the Firemen’s celebration at Cushing 
Island this evening a difficulty occurred, in 
which members of various rival companies 
joined. Stones, clubs, bowie-knives, and re- 
volvers were freely used. Great excitement pre- 
vailed during the affray. Some fifty persons 
were wound! d. 

Jui.epbcrq, Nebraska, June 18. 

The expedition against tne Indians is actively 
progressing. Part of the command is already 
en route for Fort Larimie. Gen. Connor, with 
the rest of tbe troop* of the expedition, starts 
from Fort Powder in a few days. Supplies are 
arriving from the Missouri river, and are being 
pushed forward rapidly. A sufficient numoer 
of troops remain behind for the protection of 
the mail route. One thousand cavalrv arrived 
at Omaha to-day, and will join the expedition 
at Powder river. 

Washington, June 20. 

The parties interested in the suspended requi- 
sitions of the Treasury Department awaiting 
payment can have them paid hereafter, part in 
certificates of indebtedness, and part in ca.-li 
by notifying the President in writing of their 
willingness to accept such payment. 

Mrs. Surratt, who was taken ill in the court 
room jesterday, had not sufficiently recovered 
to-day to resume her usual seat with the other 
prisoners. 

Be nor Molina, minister from Costa Rica, ac- 1 
ee mpanied by I. A. Seward. Acting Secretary of 
State, called on President Johnson to-day, and 
communicated the expression of the condolence 
of his government at the death of President 
Lincoln.

Their first choice for 
this position is ex-Governor Aiken, and their 
second is General Garnev, post commander at 
Charleston. 

The late rebel Secretary of the Treasury Tren- 
holm, has been arrested at Columbia and 
taken to Charleston and placed in confinement. 

Charleston had again resumed a business like 
aspect. 

Tbe work of rebuilding that portion of the 
city destroyed during the war is in active pro- 
gress. The wholesale merchants were rapidly 
disposing of stocks of goods. Purchaser* from 
the interior were coming in in large numbers. 

A heavy mortality is prevailing among the 
negroes in Charleston. 

AdmiralJIahlgren had issued his valedictory 
to the officers and men of his fleet, and expect- 
ed to sail for tbe North immediately on board 
of the Pawnee. 

It is said that there are at least one hundred 
thousand bales of cotton along the line ana 
between Charleston and Columbia. It will be 
forwarded to the market as soon as the road is 
completed. 

The Tribune’s Washington special 26th say*: 
Hon. Jas. Johnson, the newly appointed pro- 
visional Governor of Georgia,’ left the citv this 
evening tor his State, via New York and Savan- 
nah. G<>v. Johnson is pleased with the Presi- 
dent’s views on the subject of reconstruction of 
the 8outb, and takes the strongest Union 
grounds, and will proceed at once to inform the 
people of Georgia what their true condition is, 
and what they must do to reorganize the local 
government and society. 

Gen. Howard, Commissioner of the Freed- 
men's Bureau, in a letter to the Commissioner 
at Richmond, say* of fixing compensation to 
fiecdmen: I am disinclined to fix even minimum 
rates that 6ball apply to all case*. The diver- 
sity of circumstances is so great that, I believe, 
justice can be better approximated by contract* 
approved by tbe Assistant Commissioner.*, Su- 
perintendaiits of Freedmen, or other officers on 
duty in connection with the Bureau. 

They must first satisfy themselves as to what 
is a just compensation’ for the different classes 
of laborers in the localities coming under their 
immediate supervision. If the Committee fixes 
a compensation there will seldom be baid 
anything beyond that rate. It will be sure, 
however, to protect the employee against labor 
without compensation. The employer is pro- 
tected by this contract, which the emplovee, 
when treated in good faith, is bound to fulfil 
Judge Wm F Nording.

F ractice, and this is the proper time t * do it 
t is to strip the bark from the stem of the tree 
ft om the branches to the ground, and it will 
form a new bark in the coarse of the se a* on, 
and commence bearing a crop of good fruit 
Tbe diteovery was made by a gentleman war* 
wjfhed to destroy his trees, and on making a 
trial he was agreeable surprised to find a c >n 
tinnation of the life of the tree, with a ne w aud 
healthy foliage and sonnd fruit. 

Tbe Pryor Red is one of the best, if n t tbe 
very best, winter apples we have in this vicin- 
ity, and its restoration to health would be con- 
sidered of great importance Let our fruit- 
growers try this plan on a few trees this month, 
and see what the result will be. H.
